Irving 
Berlin  was  formerly  an  amateur  waiter  and 
singer  in  a bowery  dance  hall  and  is  reported  to 
have  made  a million  or  more  for  his  songs  after 
turning  professional.  We  happen  to  know  that 
the  Four  Marx  Brothers  were  once  amateur 
entertainers  on  the  East  Side  of  New  York,  do- 
ing their  stunts  with  only  applause  for  pay, 
while  now  as  professionals,  they  are  acclaimed 
and  properly  rewarded  as  the  funniest  quartette 
on  Broadway, — in  spite  of  which  we  travelled  to 
Bethlehem  in  1925  and  stood  in  the  rain  through- 
out the  Lehigh-Lafayette  game,  almost  froze  to 
death  the  previous  year  or  the  year  before,  and 
probably  would  not  put  ourselves  out  in  the 
least  to  see  a professional  game. 

As  we  just  said,  “The  Cocoanuts”  with  the 
Four  Marx  Brothers  is  worth  trying  to  get  seats 
for,  several  weeks  in  advance.  Florida  is  again 
the  scene  of  aetion,  the  comedy  being  built 
around  a real  estate  development  on  which  noth- 
ing else  is  built.  Will  everybody  who  has  seen 
the  Four  Marx  Brothers  at  some  time  or  other 
please  raise  his  right  hand  ? Thank  you,  and  for 
the  one  little  lad  who  hasn’t  seen  them  we  shall 
explain  that  they  are  really  and  truly  brothers, 
being  called  ZEPPO,  GROUCHO,  CHICO,  and 
HARPO  MARX.  Zeppo  must  be  young  or 
dumb  or  something,  for  he  usually  does  little 
except  sing  a bit  and  be  a brother.  Groucho  is 
the  oldest  and  the  wittiest.  He  was  Napoleon 
last  year  in  “I’ll  Say  She  Is”.  He  either  makes 
up  his  own  jokes  or  buys  them  where  no  one  else 
can,  for  they  are  all  peculiar  to  him.  He  tells  a 
girl:  “Your  eyes  shine  like  the  pants  of  a blue 
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serge  suit”.  There  are  other  good  ones,  but  they 
listen  better  than  they  tell.  All  his  lines  are 
snappy,  full  of  keen  humor.  Chico  does  heavy 
comedy,  funny  enough,  and  plays  the  piano 
wonderfully  well  to  a number  of  encores.  Harpo, 
a clumsy  clown,  a clever  comedian,  and  an  artist 
at  the  difficult  art  of  pantomime,  never  says  a 
word,  but  he  can  make  his  golden  harp  speak  in 
tones  of  beauty  that  all  can  understand.

“The  Master  of  the  Inn”  is  a story  within  a 
story  told  most  charmingly  and  convincingly  by 
Geoffrey  Blake  (or  Master  David,  as  he  is  styled, 
and  plajmd  by  Robert  Loraine),  a soul  doctor 
engaged  in  ministering  to  the  moral,  mental,  and 
physical  needs  of  his  felloAV  men.  He  has 
gathered  around  him  a group  of  professional 
men  on  the  A'erge  of  a nerAmus  collapse  and  by 
dint  of  physical  labor,  simple  fare,  sane  living, 
and  cheer  endeavors  to  make  them  whole  again. 
They  are  all  curious  as  to  Master  David’s  history 
and  cannot  understand  Avhy  a man  of  his  Avealth, 
magnetic  personality,  Avorldliness,  and  charm 
should  shut  himself  up  aAvay  from  the  world. 
He  tells  them  that  it  is  because  of  his  love  for 
a Avoman  Avho  lived  in  that  very  house  that  he  is 
devoting  his  life  to  others.  The  curtain  then 
drops  and  the  story  goes  back  10  years. 

It  is  the  usual  complicated  story  of  a girl  be- 
ing truly  lo\md  by  one  man  and  loAung  another 
Avho  is  not  so  true.  Why  the  little  God  of  love 
permits  this  to  happen  so  often  is  a mystery  that 
should  be  solved,  but  we  hope  never  will  be.  In 
this  tale  Master  David  is  the  true  lover,  while 
Anthony  Norton  (Ian  Keith)  is  the  successful 
one.

Bathing  Trunks  and  DresS' 
ing  Gowns  to  Match 


The  vogue  for  stripes  is  as 
popular  as  ever,  and  a new  com- 
bination has  sprung  into  fash- 
ion which  is  destined  to  be 
much  in  evidence  on  beaches  in 
the  south  during  this  winter 
and  at  the  northern  resorts 
next  summer.

Suitable  Clothing

cause the  clothes  that  are  suit- 
able for  the  invigorating  cli- 
mate of  the  north  are  most  un- 
suitable shortly  after  he  crosses 
the  Mason  and  Dixon  line,  and 
in  order  to  have  an  enjoyable 
trip  he  must  be  comfortably 
dressed.  A splendid  suit  to 
travel  in  is  one  made  of  medi- 
um weight  tweed  in  some  nice 
grey  or  brown  mixture,  and  not 
too  light  in  color.

Soft 
felt  hats  are  the  most  suitable 
for  traveling  and  soft  shirts 
with  soft  collars  to  match 


for  Southern  Travel 

should  be  worn  in  preference  to 
any  other  kind,  because  they 
are  the  most  comfortable. 
Shirts  and  collars  for  traveling 
should  be  of  the  darker  shades 
of  tan,  grey,  and  blue,  because 
the  darker  colors  do  not  show 
soil  as  quickly  as  the  lighter 
' colors.  Neckties  and  handker- 
chiefs should  be  of  the  silk 
foulard  variety,  harmohizing  in 
color  with  the  shirt  and  suit 
worn.  Full  brogue  or  semi- 
brogue shoes  with  socks  of 
lightweight  cashmere  are  suit- 
able for  traveling.  A light- 
weight topcoat  is  also  essential 
in  southern  traveling,  for  al- 
though the  days  are  warm 
enough  to  go  without  a coat, 
the  nights  are  frequently  chilly. 
But  no  matter  in  what  part  of 
the  country  one  is  traveling,  or 
at  what  season  of  the  year,  the
